Clyde Fairbanks moved and Philip Brasley seconded “That a 
sum of money not to exceed $30,000.00 be raised and left in 
hands of County Commissioners, Executive Committee, and Per- 
sonnel Classification Committee to be used for pay raises for County 
employees. Raise to take effect July 1, 1965.” 

Edward H. York moved to amend and Richard Hanson sec- 
onded “That such raise to be restricted to personal services.” 

Discussion ensued. 

The amendment carried. 

The main question carried, Mr. Welch wished to be recorded 
against. Explained that he was for a raise but against the method 
being used to get it. 

Richard Hanson moved and James C. Bingham seconded “That 
the budget as presented and amended be accepted.” The motion 
prevailed. 

Motion by L. Waldo Bigelow, seconded by Richard Hanson, 
that “The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow a sum 
of $100,000.00 (One Hundred Thousand Dollars ) in anticipation 
of taxes as such funds are needed during said year, upon the order 
of the County Commissioners pursuant to R.S.A. 29:8.

A Public Hearing was held on H.B. 398 in the Wild Life Room 
at 12:45 before the Merrimack County Delegation. The meeting 
was opened by Chairman Stevens and the Clerk called the roll. 
Present were: Phelps, Fairbanks, Hanson, Moore, Kopperl, Bouley, 
Henry, Dame, Bingham, Sanders, Howard, Maxham, Welch, 
Stevens, Kelley, Schatz, Reddy, Brown, Milligan, London, Thomp- 
son, Plourde, Murphy, Bork, Bigelow, Arthur Thompson and 
Elwood Peaslee. The sponsor, Mr. Rufo, was not present. Mr. 
Brown wanted to be in favor of the bill as amended. Mr. Bigelow 
read the following amendment and read the same. 

Mr. Fairbanks moved its adoption, seconded by Mr. Welch. A 
lengthy discussion followed. Mr. Hanson questioned Mr. Parker 
about Deputy Sheriff's pay. Sheriff Parker said a deputy sheriff 
would receive the same pay as at present. Mr. Welch questioned 
as to whether the Sheriff could sit inhis office and give all the work 
to his deputies, thereby costing the county more. Sheriff Parker 
said this couldn’t be possible, that he has state and government 
writs to serve, that he has to be in court every day the court is in 
session, that he gets $15.00 per day while the court is in session 
and that this bill would not cost the county any more money. His 
present salary is $2,000.00 and he collected from fees last year 
$8,300.00 odd. Mr. Maxham asked whether this bill could put 
the sheriff on a 40 hour week and the sheriff said it could. Mr. 
Bigelow said that the law should be checked to see what duties are 
specified for the sheriff. Sheriff Parker’s earnings for last year 
were $13,571.00. 

There was no opposition to the bill, and the Chairman declared 
the meeting closed. 

An executive session of the delegation followed. Mr. Peaslee 
moved that a subcommittee be appointed to study the bill further 
and report back to the full committee — also to question Rocking - 
ham County as to how they fared in the past two years with a 
similar bill in effect. Mr. Howard seconded the motion and the 
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vote was unanimous. Chairman Stevens appointed to the sub- 
committee: Welch, Maxham, Murphy, Plourde and Milligan. The 
meeting adjourned. 

A meeting of the County Executive Committee followed, along 
with the members of the building sub-committee and the salary 
sub-committee. Executive Committee members present were: Stev- 
ens, Thompson, Reddy, Phelps and Plourde. Sub-committee 
members present were: Kopperl, Hanson, Howard, Bouley, Fair- 
banks and Bigelow. 

Chairman Stevens explained that the study committee had now 
reached the point where they need a floor plan of the present build- 
ing in order to tie in the new building. After discussion, a move 
was made by Stevens, seconded by Phelps, that we authorize the 
Commissioners to employ George Bouley to make a floor plan 
and that the cost is not to exceed $300.00. The vote was un- 
animous. 

A motion was made by Mr. Plourde, seconded by Mr. Phelps, 
that we authorize the County Commissioners to pay $800.00 out of 
$5,000.00 building study fund to Broker Associates. Motion carried. 

The building study committee has been meeting every Monday 
at the County Home and Mr. Hanson gave us a picture of the 
results along with sketches of a new building. The new addition 
would be angled at the side of the present structure. It would add 
an additional 15,000 sq. ft., give basement space for storage, large 
dining room and kitchen, 40 additional beds on the second floor, 
plus 20 more beds in the old building. There would be large halls 
and a new elevator to serve the whole building. They figured the 
cost at $250,000.00 of which the government would pay one third. 

A motion was made by Mr. Plourde, seconded by Mr. Phelps, 
that the committee get the opinion of two architects along the lines 
as recommended, with no money spent, and report back to the 
executive committee. The motion carried and the meeting adjourned.

A lengthy discussion ensued relative to the payment of $841.00 
to Mr. Broker. It was disclosed that Mr. Lethbridge had discussed 
plans with Mr. Broker without the authority to do so. The money 
has been paid to Mr. Broker to end an unpleasant episode. 

Commissioner Perkins spoke briefly relative to what the cost 
of the Sargent case might be to the County. 

Chairman Stevens spoke of the $5,000.00 that had been ap- 
propriated for the preliminary survey of the addition to the County 
Home Building and explained the setting up of the Building Ad- 
visory Committee. 

Richard Hanson, chairman of the Building Advisory Committee 
gave his report regarding plans to be used during the coming 
year only. Five meetings had been held by the group. Three dif- 
ferent sites had been discussed. Mr. Hanson submitted a pencil 
plan that had been agreed upon by the committee and gave a 
detailed report. This plan would be submitted to the architect. The 
plan covers 5,000 ft. The view from the picture windows would be 
looking at the White Mountains. Cost. We can get 33% for new 
buildings but not for remodeling. Estimated cost over $300,00.00. 
Kitchen $60,000.00, remodel present buildings $50,000.00, this did 
not include figures for new beds. The cost could go up to $450, - 
000.00 to include architect fee of $32,000.00. 

Mr Hanson recommended Guy C. Wilson, as the architect for 
the project. Charge to be 8%. Time is a problem because we must 
have the kitchen plans completed by July 1, 1965. He recom- 
mended that the first delegation meeting be held the first week in 
June to discuss the first definite plans. 

The members of the Building Advisory Committee were asked 
to each state how they felt regarding the choice of architect. Messrs. 
Hanson, Kopperl, Howard and Fairbanks were for Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. Bouley was for Koehler and Isaak because their charge would 
be 7 1/2%. Mr. Fairbanks explained he felt the service given 
would be more than one or two days a week. Mr. Wilson stated 
a man would check 3 or 4 days a week. Mr. Kopperl agreed. Mr. 
Howard was absent. 
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Motion made by Mr. Plourde seconded by Mrs. Thompson, 
that, the Executive Committee accept recommendations submitted 
by the Building Advisory Committee and report the same to the 
County Commissioners for action.

Report of Building Committee 


Mr. Wilson, Architect, explained plan. Basically a three story 
building. First level, 8,000 sq. ft. food service, new kitchen, cafe- 
teria to seat 200 people, dry storage, first elevator large enough 
to take food and people, second elevator to take load off build- 
ing, delivery area to take in 4,000 ft. of space. Second floor nursing 
floor with 34 bed nursing unit, 2 bed units, 4 bed units sharing one 
toilet facility, contain medicine room, linen, 2 single rooms for iso- 
lation or terminal, storage for stretcher. Third floor, uncompleted 
unit to future building of additional 34 beds. 

Hanson figures with third floor total cost $550,000.00, $175, - 
000.00 to come back from Federal Aid, $375,000.00 cost to County, 
$25,000.00 a year, 20 years to pay. 

Mr. Stevens reported we would have credit of $183,000.00. 

Hanson questioned that amount. 

Stevens cost of third floor $60,000.00 went into figures of build- 
ing third floor at this time. 

Hanson stated roughly $25,000.00 income of $65,000.00 could 
apply to mortgage. If beds are full for a year they would pay for 
mortgage. 

Hanson went into thought of just kitchen. To build $300,000.00 
with no Federal Aid. With additional $75,000.00 we get one third 


from Government. 
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Walter Dame motion to accept plan without completion of third 
floor and put it up for bid. Mr. Jelley seconded. 

Mrs. Thompson questioned, perhaps we should look into the 
third floor. 

Mr. Hanson answered we should consider present plan then 
consider third floor later. 

Maxham moved previous question. Vote unanimous on motion. 

Mr. Hanson moved that the County Treasurer be authorized to 
apply for borrowing a sum not to exceed $550,000.00 for the 
anticipated plans of building voted this date.

Motion by Mr. Andersen, seconded by Mr. Dame, to accept 
plans to complete 3 floors as outlined by Architect with kitchen, 
dining room, attendant facilities and two floors above to be com- 
pleted ready for occupancy. 

Vote unanimous. 33 members voting. Mr. Rufo asked for a roll 
call. 

Mr. Reddy asked to have bids and plans before borrowing 
money. Discussion. 

Motion by Mr. Howard, seconded by Mr. Brasley, voted that 
the sum of $675,000.00 is appropriated for constructing, originally 
equipping and furnishing as addition to the Merrimack County 
Hospital and for reconstructing and altering the existing Merri- 
mack County Hospital, and that to raise this appropriation the 
Merrimack County Commissioners are authorized to issue $675, - 
000.00 bonds or notes of the county pursuant to R.S.A. 28 and 
the Municipal Finance Act. Vote unanimous. 

Mr. Lethbridge reported on County pay raises. Stated job de- 
scriptions would be ready for first of year. Estimated increases 
would cost $22,688.00. 

Motion by Mrs. Thompson, seconded by Mr. Fairbanks, that 
the committee report relative to salary increases be accepted. Vote 
unanimous. 

Motion by Mr. Hanson, seconded by Mr. Rufo, that the County 
Commissioners and Superintendent of Home, keep pay increased 
within recommended figures. Vote unanimous. 

Mr. Lethbridge asked that the committee to study salaries and 
jobs be kept active.

It is with pleasure that I present to you this annual report of the 


Merrimack County Nursing Home, Public Nursing Hospital, Farm, 


House of Correction 


and Jail. 


The medical staff under Doctor Mcleod has been meeting 


monthly and has been helpful in setting up a new chart system 


for each patient. 


We continued with our improvements to the Hospital Wing by 


purchasing 10 beds and 25 mattresses to replace those that have 


become unusable. 


Mrs. Mary E. Jelley, R.N. is to be commended for the fine job 


she did in arranging a course of study for the nurses’ aides which 
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was conducted during the Fall. Ten of our employees were taught 
the skills of nursing by Mrs. Bessie Lunden. 


The Home has been enriched by the employment of a Beautician 
who has taken the place of anurses’ aide who was doing this work. 
All of the patients now have their hair professionally done once 
a month. 


The new boiler plant, which went into operation the first of 1965 
along with the companion laundry, has provided a better means of 
heating and a much more even amount of steam for cooking. 


Mrs. Gladys Tibbetts and Mrs. Florence Bosworth are to be 
congratulated for the fine preparation of the menus and the efficient 
way in which they have run the kitchen during this past year. 

While the facilities will be modernized during 1966-1967, these 
two ladies have done a fine job of preparing well balanced, ap- 
petizing meals in the present outmoded, poorly equipped facilities. 


The Farm was beset with numerous problems this year. Namely, 
the drought and early frost. Despite this, Mr. Lester Tibbetts pro- 
duced a fine crop which was added to the supplies of the Home. 


Our dairy herd, once again, produced a record amount of milk 
and provided 34 creatures to the meat supply. It is to be noted 
that Mr. Tibbetts produced over 90 per cent of the pork that was 
consumed at the Home during this year. 


The Jail and House of Correction had many different things 
happen to it this year — receiving a fine report from the Federal 
Government after the annual inspection — a letter of commendation 
for the cleanliness of the building and grounds. An unexpected 
influx of prisoners due to the Weirs Beach riot and the first 17 
year old prisoners ever to be held in the County Jail were ad- 
ditional highlights of this year. Mr. Theodore Hilyard handled 
each and every task given to him with efficiency. He has seen to 
the training of new employees and has been instrumental in keeping 
employee morale at a high rate. 


In all, this has been a rewarding year to me personally; as 
many of the goals I set for the institution have been realized during 
this year. 
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I look forward with great anticipation to the new wing, both for 
the efficiency it will bring to our kitchen and dining facilities as 


well as the relief it will bring to our waiting list. 


Perhaps my feelings can best be summed up in the words that 
one of the patients was heard to say after the Annual Christmas 
Party presented by the Concord Business and Professional Women’s 
Club under the able direction of Miss Bessie Gray. “This is my 
home, and it is a mighty fine place to live.” 


During the coming year the entire staff joins with me in pledging 
to the taxpayers of Merrimack County our untiring efforts to make 
this Home an even better place to live.

These seem to be very much ap- 
preciated by the patients, especially when they participated. 


We had trips to Florida, California, Hawaiiand Russia via slides 
and films. Mr. Libby from Boscawen gave an interesting talk on 
“Tom Thumb” and showed several antiques. 


The late A. George Reinelt gave a “Magic Show” which held his 


audience spellbound. 
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Miss Betty Bassett gave a demonstration of oil painting and with 
the help of some of the patients created a painting which is hanging 
on the wall of the recreation room. 


Mrs. Doris Bardsley has brought pleasure to many with her 
music and recitations. She presented a most interesting program on 


the Folk Songs, with her granddaughter who sang. 


Birthday parties are arranged each month, when the oldest man 
and woman for that month, are crowned king and queen. Pictures 
are taken of the birthday guests by Mr. Lethbridge. A program of 
games, singing and dancing followed by refreshments is the order 
of the day. 


Special programs are scheduled for each holiday. Near Memorial 
Day a very impressive service was held by the “Sons and Daugh- 
ters of the Veterans of the Civil War.” At this time a beautiful flag 
was presented to the Home and accepted by Mrs. Ethel Fairbrother, 
one of the residents of the Home. 


At Christmas a skit and Christmas tea was arranged by the 
residents of the Home for the Auxiliary. This was under the direc- 
tion of Miss Bethel Taylor, who is here under the auspices of Vista. 
A very happy time was enjoyed by all. 


One of the most successful projects of the year was the “Christ- 
mas Department Store.” Many articles were donated by the stores 
in Concord and Franklin and by the Auxiliary. We wish to thank 
them for their generosity. The articles were arranged on tables in 
the recreation room and the patients could come and buy gifts for 
a few cents. The gifts were attractively wrapped for them if they 
wished. Many who are not able to get out to the stores found this 
a pleasant and worthwhile experience. 


Every year the Auxiliary “Mans” a booth at Hopkinton Fair. 
Many articles made during the year by the patients and Auxiliary 
are on display. A beautiful afghan made by Miss Ethel Sanborn, 
was raffled off. The patients receive a certain percent of the price 
of the articles they made and the rest goes into the treasury of the 
Auxiliary. We are most appreciative of the excellent support given 
us by the public. 
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The Auxiliary paid for the necessary equipment installed in a 
Beauty Parlor at the Home.

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior 
Court during the fiscal years were examined and compared with 
corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined and the classification of expen- 
ditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 
31, 1964, is shown in Exhibit G-2. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Merrimack County were examined. Court receipts were 
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checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly 
recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by 
invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Supe- 


rior Court Justice. 


COUNTY HOME AND HOSPITAL 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, livestock, 
produce and from boarders were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the Superintendent 
through deposits in the bank to the credit of the County Treas- 
urer’s Account. 

Summary statements of receipts and expenditures of the County 
Home and Hospital for the years 1963 and 1964, are presented 


in Exhibits F-1, and F-2.
